score o£ people lost their lives and 
a greater number received injuries, 
b" a collision of a freight and an ex- 
press train on the Concord division 
of the Boston & Maine railroad, near 
Canaan, will be begun here today, 
probably, under the direction of M. 
D. Cobleigh, of Lebanon, the county 
solicitor. 
Blunder Cause of Catastrophe. 
According to a statement by the 


railroad officials, a blunder in hand- 
ling train orders was the cause, hut 
tn.e identity of the employe respon- 
sible for the error remains to be 
determined. 


At the rooms of the undertaking 


firm in Concord, where most of the 
dead 
were 
removed - immediately 


after the acident, twenty-two bodies 
were laid nit in long ror-s early to- 
day. Of these seventeen were con- 
sidered as positive!;- identified by' 
relatives, while the identity of sev- 
eral others was believed to be suffi- 
ciently known. 
Station agent Greeley, of Canaan 


station, through whose hands passed 
the fatal orders for the freight train 
to proceed on the passenger trains' 
time was temporarily removed today.

; dawn on a stretch of track near Ca- 
naan station. .1. heavy northbound 
freight crashed into the southbound 
Quebec express. 
The day coach of 


the passenger train, crowded with per- 
sons, mostly New England millwork- 
ers returning from a fair at 
Sher- 


brooke, Que., was smashed to match- 
wood. No one in the coach escaped 
death or serious injury. 
Passengers 


in tour sleeping coaches at the rear 
end of the passenger train 'escaped 
with a severe jolting. 


The 
crowded Mo'ntreal 
express, 


which was following the Quebec train, 
almost ran on to the wreck in the 
early morning mist. 
It was stopped 


only a few hundred yards behind the 
wreck and its passengers aided in the 
work of rescue. 


Fatal Error in Train Order. 


The Quebec express was made up 


at Sherbrooke Saturday.evening,where 
it picked up two sleepers from Quebec 
and two more on the way down. It 
consisted of a baggage car, day coach, 
and smoking car in that order, with 
sleepers in the rear. The train left 
White River Junction at 3:50 a. m. 
yesterday, forty minutes late, and was 
followed twenty minutes later by the 
M'ontreal express over 
the 
Central 


Vermont railroad. 
The Quebec train 


is known as No. 30 and the Montreal 
train as No. 34.

Chicago, Sept. 16.—Frank J. Con- 


stantine was arraigned today in the 
criminal court on the charge of mur- 
dering Mrs. Louise 
Gentry. It 
is 


claimed by the state that Constantine 
cut the throat of the woman for some 
reason which has never yet been dis- 
covered. 


He was the subject of a strenuous 


chase which embraced the 
greater 


part of the civilized globe and finally 
arrested in New York just as he was 
about to take a steamer for .Europe. 
His arrest was not made until a year 
after Mrs. Gentry was killed. 
The 


length to which the state has gone in 
working up the case against Constan- 
tine was shown by the presence in the 
court of Dr. David J. Doherty, the 
only person who saw Mrs. Gentry be- 
tween the time of receiving her injury 
and her death. Dr. Doherty is now in 
the government service stationed in 
the Philippines. He 
was brought 


from there to give his testimony in 
the trial. He occupied the apartmenl 
below that in which Mrs. Gentry lived 
and it was to his door that she stag- 
gered, with her throat cut. She diec 
while he was attempting to save her.

This will increase 
the force of regular mail carriers in 
Fort Wayne to thirty-five, and will 
necessitate a complete rearrangement 
of all the carriers' routes by C. F. Ket- 
tler, the superintendent of mail deliv- 
ery in Fort Wayne. 


The new district to be regularly 


served by the mail men is that of the 
rolling mill territory, which is the 
location of a number of manufactur- 
ing institutions nnd is building up 
very rapidly. 
The additions to the 


force of carriers is made necessary by 
the growth of the city.

Encyclical of Pope Pius is 


Striking in Interdiction 


of Later Day Things. 
' 


_£nme, Sept. 1G.—The Osservatoire 
RomanoT organ of the Vatican, today 
issued an 
important encyclical of 


Pope Pius X on "Modernism," which 
really is a completion of his recent 
syllabus. 
The document sets forth 


that modernism is a serious danger to 
the church, refers in detail to the var- 
ious features o£ modernism, condemns 
it as dangerous in philosophy, faith, 
theology, history, criticism 
and re- 


forms, and arrives at the conclusion 
that modernism is n synthesis of all 
heresy 
and must logically lead to 


atheism. 


The encyclical makes the following 


provisions: 


"1. 
The teaching of philosophy, 


positive theology, etc., is to be carried 
on in the church, schools and univers- 
ities, but in a Catholic spirit. 


"2. Modernisms are to be removed 


from professorships and the direction 
of educational institutions. 


"S. The clergy and faithful are not 


to be allowed to read modernist publi- 
cs tions. 


"4. A committee of censorship is to 


be established in every diocese to 
pass upon the publications which the 
clergy and faithful shall be permitted 
to read. 


"5. The encylical of the late Pope 


Leo Xfll,. prohibiting the clergy from 
assuming the direction of publications 
without their bishop's permission nnd 
providing for supervision of the work 
of ecclesiastical writers, is confirmed. 


"6. 
Ecclesiastical congresses, ex- 


cept en rare occasions, are prohibited. 


"T. A council is to be constituted in 


every diocese to combat modern con- 
ditions."

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 16.—Struck at 


i.he base of the brain by a "pop" bot- 
tle thrown from the bleachers, Wil- 
liam Evans, an American league um- 
pire, was carried unconscious from 
Sportsman's park to a hospital yester- 
day and for hours his life hung in the 
balance. Last 
night , however, the 


physicians attending him pronounced 
Uie umpire out of danger. 


The fan who threw the bottle, Hugo 


Dusenberg, aged 17 years, was saved 
from lynching on'3' by the quick ac- 
tion of the players on the St. Louis 
and Detroit teams, who formed them- 
selves into a guard and held back 
with bats a mob which swarmed from 
grand stands and bleachers after see- 
ing the blow struck. 


The players proceeded, with the aid 


of a reserve force OH fifty police, to 
beat back the attack and hustle the 
youth away to a place where he could 
be hidden until it was safe to take 
him to the police station. 


Act Brings Cry "Lynch Him." 


A dispute in the third inning of the 


first game of the double header which 
was to be played between the Browns 
and the Detroit team led to the injury 
of the umpire. Harry Howell, of the 
Browns, had knocked a ball far out on 
the left field foul line and had circled 
the bases on it, when the Detroit 
players claimed it was foul. 


Umpire Evans went io the field to 


demonstrate the exact spot in which 
tho ball had fallen when Dusenberg,

Chicago, Sept. 16.—The Tribune to- 


day prints the following: 


''The full benefit of the Koosevelt 


policies to the country will depend on 
having a man as his successor who 
will continue them, not to the point of 
destruction, but rather to reconstruct 
false business methods. Hughes and 
Taft are the only men now in the pub- 
lic mind that really measure up to the 
requirements of today, and we are not 
sure but that Roosevelt ought to be 
his own successor." 


This expression of opinion received 


in response to one of the requests for 
opinion sent by the Tribune to an in- 
terior town of New Jersey accurately 
repr.-seuts the apparent consensus of 
opinion among the republicans of the 


j great middle states of Pennsylvania, 
' New Jersey, Maryland, West Virginia 
and Delaware. 


There is in Pennsylvania, as well as 


in the neighboring states, a strong un- 


j dercurrent of feeling for Roosevelt. 
It is not as pronounced or as unmis- 
takable as that discoverable in the 
middle west, but it is there just the 
same. There Is a large proportion of 
the voters who do not hesitate to say 
that they condemn some of the more 
radical features of the president's pol- 
icies, and quite a number make a dis- 
tinction between his 
aims and his 


methods. 


Taft a Strong Favorite. 


Taft leads in all the states, except 


Pennsylvania, where Knox is a local 
favorite, but Hughes rims side by side 
with Taft, although at the usual dis- 
tance behind him. It is significant of 
the conditions that Taft can go into 
Now Jersey, which is a neighboring 
state to New York, and get more bal- 
lots on such a vote than Hughes, while 
even in Pennsylvania Taft has more 
than half as many vote:; for first 
choice as Senator Knox, who has been 
formally indorsed by the republicans 
of the state. 


Practically speaking, Pennsylvania 


is on a par with Ohio, New York, Illi- 
nois and Wisconsin. It has a candi- 
date for the presidency and local state 
pride has been aroused to a sufficient 
extent to cause most active republicans 
to shout for Knox just as long as he 
is in the field, although every one 
knows there 
is not 
the 
remotest 


chance of his nomination. 


In fact, among the replies sent in to 


the Tribune is one from a former state 
chairman of the republican party of 
Pennsylvania, whose opinion is recog- 
nized by his friends in that state as 
being worth something in regard to 
any local political question. 
He ig- 


nores the usual questions as to his 
preference for candidate and in place 
of answers to these has written this 
significant paragraph, which is signed 
with his own name: 


Predicts Roosevelt's Choice. 


"This state is for Knox, ultimately 


for Roosevelt, who will be nominated 
with such a cheer that it will break 
the solid south and its threat of a state 
rights issue." 


The editor of a republican paper in 


Pennsylvania, writes: 


"There is absolutely no Knox enthu- 


siasm in this section of our state. Taft 
is indorsed 
because Taft indorses 


Roosevelt and seems fearless yet con- 
structive in his indorsement." 


According to tne figures compiled 


for the Tribune, out of 453 ballots re- 
ceived from recognized republicans of 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, West Vir- 
ginia, Delaware and New Jersey, Taft 
had 21M, or more than 46 per 
cent. 


Hughes had only 46, 
a • remarkably 


small proportion until one understands 
the situation in Pennsylvania. There 
Senator Knox, who is not at all of'the 
Roosevelt type and who was one of 
the most vigorous opponents of the 
president on the railroad bill, is a lo- 
cal candidate. He has been indorsed 
by the republican state machine, but 
no one in the world expects that he 
will receive the nomination or in fact 
that, he will be a candidate at. all, ex- 
cept for trading purposes. Neverthe- 
less the republicans of the state are 
for him, at least for the present. 


Thus it comes about that Senator 


Knox receives 130 ballots 
for 
first 


choice as compared to 74 for Taft and 
only 10 for Hughes in Pennsylvania. 
But the real situation is shown by the 
fact that in the same state Taft haTl 
84 indications for second choice and 
27 for third, while Hughes was men- 
tioned for second choice on 44 ballots 
and for third choice on 61. 


Hughes Strong as Dark Horse.

FRANCHISE IS GRANTED. 


New Road Will Connect Fort Wayne 


and Toledo by Trolley. 


Toledo, O.. Sept 16.—The county 


commissioners Saturday granted 
to 


the Toledo & Delphos Electric Rail- 
way company a franchise to use the 
streets in Neapolis, this county, and 
to cross what county roads are neces- 
sary. 


The corporation .mentioned is con- 


structing an electric line from Toledo 
to Delphos, paralleling the Wabash 
railway. It is already operating be- 
tween Fort Wayne, Ind., and Delphos, 
and when the branch this slde_ of Del- 
phos is completed Toledo will have 
direct 
communication 
with 
Fort 


Wayne by trolley. 


The company is allowed to cross 


county highways at grade, but must 
construct proper safeguards at each 
crossing. 


The line, when completed, will be 


known as the Toledo, Wabash & St. 
Loula railway, it being intended. to 
push the construction 
of the 
line 


through to St. Louia by way of Wa- 
bash. 


The branch froro Delphos to Toledo 


is being constructed on private right 
of way, and touches the villages of 
Maumee, Neapolis and White house, 
in Lucas county • 


in aii these middle states, as well as in 
Pennsylvania, that Hughes has mani- 
fested much less strength than in Ohio 
or New England so far as first choice 
is concerned, but he Is manifestly In 
the minds of the people, because in 
spite of the local predominance c* 
Knox in Pennsylvania. 
Hughes has 


been favorably mentioned for 
first, 


second, or third choice on 252 out of 
453 ballots in the middle states. show- 
Ing that over 55 per cent of all those 
who were appealed to by the Tribune 
had Hughes in mind as a possible can- 
didate for president on the republican 
ticket. 


This is even more true of Taft, for 


in spite of the predominance of Knox 
in Pennsylvania the secretary of war 
has 372 mentions out of 452 ballots 
returned from that section 
of the 


country. In spite of the influence of 
the local candidate, therefore, the ten- 
dency of the people to coalesce about 
Taft and Hughes is scarcely any less 
marked in that section 
than else- 


where. 
In these important middle 


states as well as in the west Cannon 
and Fairbanks are mentioned rarely 
for first place and only at intervals 
for second and third. The vice presi- 
dent polled 
twenty 
votes for first 


choice to only fourteen for Cannon, 
while the speaker of the house led on 
the total number of times he was men- 
tioned as one of the three leading can- 
didates, so that honors were easy be- 
tween the two. As for Knox, he 
seems to have no individual strength 
at all outside- of his own state, having 
received but a single vote in West 
Virginia and only three in New Jersey 
for first choice, although both stales 
are neighbors of Pennsylvania and are 
largely dominated by the same rail- 
road corporation and financial influ- 
ence. 


Approved in Trust Strongholds. 
It was to be expected by many that 


Roosevelt might be severely criticised 
in this section of the country and that 
neither Taft nor Hughes would be 
looked upon with particular favor. 
Pennsylvania has 
more monopolies 


which were fostered too much by the 
tariff than any other state, New Jer- 
sey is the home of the 
trusts and 


Maryland and West Virginia are tied 
up with the railroad interests to an 
extraordinary degree. 
Yet the great 


majority of the voters in the Tribune 
ballot do not hesitate to approve the 
progressive 
policies 
of 
President 


Roosevelt. Quite a respectable num- 
ber, however, seem inclined to give 
the president a slight dig and to inti- 
mate that the time may have come 
when the country is ready for some- 
thing a little less strenuous than the 
life it has led for the last half dozen 
years or so. One writer says he ap- 
proves the progressive policies of the 
president, "to some extent," and then 
adds, "admire a progressive .policy, 
but slightly less bulldog than Roose- 
velt." 


A much more distinct difference 


with the president comes from one 
who says he approves the progressive 
policy in some cases, but not as a 
whole, and then explains by saying, 
"we have had enough progression; 
conservatism would be restful. 
We 


certainly have had enough hysteria 
and grand stand politics." 


Policy In a Radical Dangerous. 


There is. however, a distinct feeling 


in Pennsylvania, as well as in other 
states, that any of the candidates 
mentioned may bo heartily In favor of 
what is known as the "Roosevelt 
policies" and still be deficient in some 
of his aggressiveness to such an ex- 
tent as to prevent the full 
fruition 


of these policies in the future for lack 
of vigorous enforcement. 
For 
in- 


stance, one man says: 


"I prefer a man who is progressive. 


I rather fear a man with the Roose- 
velt ideas and not the Roosevelt abil- 
ity." 


Another expresses in this way: 
"I do not believe that another can 


be so aggressive without overreach- 
ing." while a third declares for "a 
man of more conservative views, but 
with the president's backbone and en- 
ergy." 


As to the appreciation of individual 


candidates, one member of the legis 
lattire from Delaware indicates Taft 
as his first choice and Hughes as sec- 
ond, declining to go any further than 
that, in the following striking para- 
graph : 


"At this time I am not prepared to 


.designate a candidate outside of the 
above list. I could not select a third 
choice from the names indicated. I 
might possibly stand Knox if driven 
to it. The 
remaining two, in my 


judgment, are not presidential tim- 
ber." 


Pace Too Fast for Cannon? 


One West Virginia editor sends this 


comforting assurance to the speaker 
of the house: 


"We admire Uncle Joe Cannon, but 


believe that, the pace set by the presi- 
dent is too fast for an old man." 


Another editor from the same state 


says: 


"We believe in the Roosevelt poiicy 


implicitly, and believe he is the one 
person to carry it out. We do not be- 
lieve that be is vested with the power 
to" refuse another nomination and the 
consequent election by the greatest 
majority ever given a president."

PURISMS USE 


CRY FOR RETURN OF 


Escape of Murderer from 


Death Stirs Tumult of 


Indignation. 


Paris, Sept. 16.—A great popular out- 


cry was made throughout France yes- 
terday against the escape from the 
guillotine of Soleillant, guilty of the 
atrocious murder oi a twelve-year-old 
girl. Parades were held in this city, 
many women taking part and shout- 
Ing "Death to Soleillani!" and "Down 
with Fallieres!" The demonstrations 
were mostly orderly. 
Several arrests 


were made. 


The demonstrations were organized 


not -so much against Soleillant as to 
express the voice of the 
populace 


against the 
wave 
of 
unspeakable 


crimes committed on little girls which 
lately has increased to an alarming 
degree and which it is feared the com- 
mutation of the sentence of Soleillant 
will only stimulate. 


Storm at Scene of Crime. 


Several thousand persons assembled 


at the Place St. Ambroise, near which 
lived little Marthe Erberding, the vic- 
tim o! Soleillant. The rage of the 
women of this district has been groat 
since President Fallieres showed clem- 
ency to Soleillant. 
They assembled 


yesterday afternoon with their hus- 
bands and others of their sympathiz- 
ers and were augmented in numbers 
by crowds of curious persons. Their 
orderly cries for justice were quickly 
changed to cries for "Death to Soleil- 
lant!" and "Down with FaJlieres!" as 
the procession, led by a woman who 
carried a little girl on her shoulders 
.with the purpose of indicating the ob- 
ject of the manifestation, moved to- 
ward the Place de la 
Rr-pubiique. 


Soon the streets were choked by a 
vast mob, and the 
police 
reserves 


were called out to disperse it. The 
parade, however, assembled again and 
several of the more violent demon- 
strators were arrested. 


Meanwhile other parades ' had been 


organized in different quarters of the 
city, one in the. Place Vendome, at 
the ministry of justice. This also was 
led by a woman with a babe on her 
shoulders. The crowd shouted "Death 
to Violators!" 
At nightfall this pa- 


rade was dispersed by the police, who 
feared that with darkness there would 
be disorder. Smaller processions tra- 
versed the grand boulevards of the 
city. 


Press Joins in Outcry. 


The newspapers of Paris are devot- 


ing great space to the Soleillant case. 
Many of them loudly condemn the fail- 
ure of President Fallieres to permit 
the law to take its course and all of 
them agree that the commutation of 
this sentence signifies the passing for- 
ever of the guillotine from France. 
Some of the journals express the opin- 
ion that the escape of Soleillant from 
the guillotine only places a premium 
on crime. 


The entire question of crime will be 


taken up at the approaching session of 
parliament, especially as 
Paris and 


other large cities are becoming alarm- 
ingly infested with another type of 
criminal known as "the Apache," who 
in the secluded sections almost daily 
maim and rob and sometimes murder 
their victims. Their weapon always 
is the knife, and, gathering in bands, 
they often wantonly stab pedestrians 
and frequently policemen merely for 
the sake of stabbing. 


M. Tounty. director of the Paris po- 


lice, declared that his force was en- 
tirely insufficient to, cope with the sit- 
uation. 
He recommended t':e adop- 


tion of corporal punishment for law- 
breakers as an offset to comfortable 
and inviting prisons.

freight. No. 267, reached Canaan, eigh- 
teen miles down the road, at 4:10 a. m. 
on time. The night train dispatcher 
at • Concord sent a dispatch." to John 
Greeley, the night operator at Canaan, 
that No:.34 was one hour and ten: min- 
utes late.1 The order which Conductor 
Lawrence of the freight train showed. 
after tSie accident 
distinctly ' states 


that No..-30, instead of No. 34):was an 
hour anil ten minutes late. Believing 
he. had sufficient time in the hour and 
ten-minutes to reach the side track at 
West Canaan, four miles beyond, be- 
fore No. 30 reached it, Lawrence or- 
dered his "train ahead. 


The morning was dull and misty in 


the western New. Hampshire moun- 
tain's, and the long freight train with 
a score of heavily loaded cars lum- 
bsred up the long grade toward West 
Canaan at the usual speed.

other side or the curve was the Que- 
bec express, sliding down the single 
track with its load of passengers and 
the four heavy sleepers in the rear. 


Crowded Day Coach Splintered. 


•The freight train was on a straight 


piece of track about a mile in length, 
and the Quebec express had rounded 
the curve into this stretch when each 
engineer saw the headlight of the op- 
posite train burst out of the fog not 
SOO -yards away. Both engineers set 
'"their brakes and then jumped, while 
the two great

Heroism and Pathos In Disaster. 
The wreck was not without its 


leroes and .one of .these was Frank 
ilyan, a brakeman on the express, 
iyan was. caught in the -wreck and 
had an artery severed. He was un- 
conscious" for : nearly, IVfteea minutes 
and when he regained his senses his 
irst thought was of the. Montreal ex- 
press which "he knew was thundering 
down, on the wreck-with no brakeman 
m the rear;to wave a warning signal. 
In a few words Ryan told of the ap- 
proaching danger and the Montreal 
jxpress was stopped only a quarter of 
a'mile.from the rear of the wrecked 
:rain. The passengers on the Mont- 
real express also assisted in the work 
of rescue and the care of the wound- 
ed.Among the West Canadian farmers 
who aided in the rescue was Benjamin 
Briggs, who was one of the first at 
the scene and two hours later he drew 
out the body of a. woman. • On turning 
up the face "Mr. Briggs looked into the 
features of his mother, and almost- 
collapsed from grief, ivirs. Briggs had 
been visiting friends in the north, and 
was on her way to Boston. 


As soon as practicable 
the more 


seriously injured were taken by train 
to Hanover, N. H., where they were 
given medical and surgical treatment 
at the Margaret Hitchcock-hospital, at 
Dartmouth college. 
But before the 


train reached Hanover eight of the in- 
jured had succumbed to their, injuries, 
which brought the death roll up to 
twentj^-four. 
In all twenty-seven" of 


the injured were taken to Hanover, 
while the bodies of the dead were re- 
moved in two trains to Concord. 


4 Read as 0 Costs 24 Lives. 


Supt. Ray, of the Concord division, 


began an investigation of the cause of 
the disaster and this afternoon gave 
out the following statement: 


"The accident was due to a misun- 


derstanding between J^ A. Crowley, 
the night dispatcher at Concord, who 
has been in" the service for seven 
years, and John Greely, the night op- 
erator at Canaan, who has seen twen- 
ty-three years' service in transmitting 
train orders. One of these two men 
made Ihe fatal error of taking a cipher 
for a four. 
The train order which 


Conductor" Lawrence, of the freight 
signaled for at 
the Canaan station 


said that train No. 30 was running 
one hour and ten minutes late. 


"On this order the freight conduc 


tor could-easily have made the side- 
track at West Canaan and this was 
his intention. 
Ordinarily train No. 


34 follows No. 30, thirty-five minutes 
later, but the freight conductor held 
a train order received at West Han- 
over that No. 34 was forty minutes 
late. It was the freight conductor's 
intention to keep on to West Canaan. 
Train Dispatcher Crowley, of Con- 
cord, states that he told the Canaan 
operator that No. 34 was an hour and 
ten minutes late. It was this mis- 
take of taking a cipher for a four that 
caused the wreck."

Tne body of an unknown boy about 


eight years old, who died during the 
night, remained at the hospital. 


AN OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


Concord, N. H., Sept. 16.—It was 


officially stated today at the offices of 
the superintendent of the Concord di- 
vision of the Boston and Maine rail- 
road that the number of deaths re- 
sulting from the collision at Canaan 
N. H., yesterday was twenty-five. 


The only official list of injured in- 


cludes the twenty-seven, individuals 
taken to the Mary Hitchcock hospital 
at Hanover after the accident, though 
many others received minor wounds. 


Of the twenty-seven patients at the 


hospital in Hanover, twelve were able 
to leave for their homes today and no 
deaths are anticipated among those 
remaining. Official inquiries into the

Pittsburg, Kan., Sept. 16.—At Crow- 


berg, a mining camp in the northern 
part of this county, late last night, 
two persons were lulled and two fatal- 
ly injured, the result of a grudge held 
by the Italian miners of the district 
against a mine boss. Oharles Gard- 
ner, and his sister, Mrs. George Rex- 
ford, who were waylaid on a lonely 
road while returning home, by a num- 
ber of Italians, and shot and fatally 
wounded. 
Gardner returned the fire 


and 'shot and killed two Italians, 
names unknown. 


The- Italians are believed to have 


been drinking. They attacked Gard- 
ner and his sister without warning, 
firing upon them in the dark. The 
first bullet struck Gardner on the 
point of the chin, glanced and enter- 
ing his breast, lodged in the lungs. 
At almost the same moment Mrs. 
Rexford was shot in the small of the 
back. 
They fell to the ground to- 


gether. 
The Italians started to run 


immediately after firing, but before 
they had gotten out of reach, Gard- 
ner 
had 
recovered 
sufficiently 
to 


raise himself upon his elbow and fire 
upon them. Two of the Italians were 
struck by Gardner's bullets and fell 
dead. 
The Italians endeavored 
to 


carry off their dead but were com- 
pelled finally to desert them to es- 
cape. 
A number of Americans, at- 


tracted by the shots, assisted Gard- 
ner and his sister to this city where 
they were placed in the Mt. Carmol 
hospital. No hope is entertained for 
their recovery.

Have. Hair-:Gut-Until 


His Party Won. 
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Conrad Tielker, the well known 


farmer whose death occurred Saturday 
at his home south of the city, was a 
magnificent representative of the type 
of sturdy pioneer 
citizens who 
in 


early days laid 
the foundation 
for 


present progress and lofty citizenship. 
His career was both interesting and 
successful. 


Illustrative of his high regard for 


his own word of promise is cited a 
political vow made and kept for twen- 
ty-four years until changed conditions 
released him from its provisions. Mr. 
Tielker was a staunch democrat,- be- 
lieving intensely in the principles of 
his party. 
When the republicans tri- 


umphed in I860, Mr. Tielker vowed 
he would not cut his hair 
until an- 


other democratic president should be 
elected, and to this resolution he ad- 
hered for twenty-four • years. 
When 


Cleveland was victorious in 1S84 Mr. 
Tielker rigged up a temporary barber 
shop at his farm home, invited a large 
company of his friends to be present 
and after they had witnessed amid 
much merriment the cutting of his 
hair, there was a feast in honor of the 
occasion. 


Mr. Tielker came to America as a 


poor boy more than sixty years ago, 
coming to Fort Wayne in 1846. His 
first employment was in a brick yard 
at $3 a week, and later he hauled 
stone to Fort Wayne for use on the 
Wabash and Erie canal. In 1852, as a 
result of his industry and frugality, he 
was enabled to purchase from the gov- 
ernment the farm upon which he later 
lived and died. Prior to this time, 
however, he had purchased an inter- 
est in a canal boat, which he operated 
for three years, later selling it to his 
brother. Henry Tielker. 


Mr. Tielker was in all respects an 


exemplary citizen who enjoyed to the 
fullest measure the respect, confidence 
and esteem of all who knew him.
